Unlawful Certification. 
WASHINGTON, February 14.—Secretary 
Folger has, in a communication to the Senate 
Finance Committee, submitted his views on 
Beck’s bill to prevent the unlawful certifica- 


tion of checks by the national banks. The 
Secretary doés not think the passage 
of this bill will affect the object 


in view, as he says the question of what con- 
stituted unlawful certification would still 
have to be submitted toajury. There is al- 
ready a law on the statute books tothis ef- 
fect, andthe Secretary does not think the 
Beck bill can add any specitic force to it. 

The Secretary says the facts concerning 
the subject in possession of the department 
ay present are mixed questions of law and 
fact. He apprehends the bill will not effect 
the object desired, and thinks there should be 
inquiry into the arrangements by and under 
which certification is effected, and if these 
arrangements and acts of certification under 
them are looked uponas reprehensible a bill 
should be framed that will define what par- 
ticular things shall be deemed a violation of 
the law and then, if wiiful be, declared mis- 
demeanors.

Public Land Grants. 
WASHINGTON, February 14.—The Senate 
Committee on Public lands discussed at 
length the resolution to instruct the Attorney 
General to defend the titles to Western 
homesteads which are claimed by railroad 


companies to have been included in the land 
grants tothem. This resolution includes di- 
rectly the lands included in the recent de- 
cision of Judge Miller at Omaha, 
but indirectiy it touches the titles 
of many other homesteads. The question 
is whether the entries made upon land in- 
cluded in the railroad grants before that land 
was formally and finally withdrawn by gov- 
ernment use, are good or not. Senator Flumb 
stated that he knew of at least 500 cases 
where this question entered into the title 
und that there were hundreds of other cases. 
The committee did not come to any conciu- 
sion.

WASHINGTON, February 14.—The House 
Judiciary Committee took the first step to- 
day towards considering the bankrupcty bill 
by referring it to a sub-committee, consisting 
of Humphreys, McCord and Manning.

THE GAMBLING LAW. 


Secretary McGrath Thinks There is 
Question as to Ite Constitutiouality. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

JEFFERSON CITY, February 14.—The pro- 
ceedings pending in the Criminal Court rais- 
ing the question of the constitutionality of 
the Johnson gaming bill was referred to to- 
day in conversation with the Secretary of 
State. Hethinks there are some things in 
the demurrer filed by Messrs. Patrick and 
Chandler which may be considered as going 
to the constitutionality of the act and the 
regularity of its passage through the Legisla- 


ture. Oneisthetitie. He says the title of 
the act as it passed, is taken from 
and refers to section 1,547 of 


article VILI. chap. 240f what is known as 
the Revised Statutes of 1879, compiled and 
collated by the committee appointed for the 
purpose. Section 1547 is not the number 
of the section of the original bill as 1t passed 
the General Assembly. The act transferred 
into the statutes is as it passed entitled ‘‘An 
Act to Revise and Amenu the Code of Crim- 
inal Procedure Declaring and Defining Pnb- 
lic Offences, Prescribing Punishments there- 
for and Procceedings therein,’”? approved 
May 19, 1879. The section of this 
act referring to the subject matter of the 
Johnson bill is 316. Itis claimed,as he un- 
derstands it, tbat the change in numbering 
the sections and the change in the title of the 
act as well as the act giving the 
committee this authority, were 
illegal and unconstitutional, hence the wrong 
section ani actis referred to for amend- 
mentinthe Johnson bill. Another is the 


printing and reporting of the 
amendments. The attorney for the 
defendants insist that the amend- 


ments should be reported as correctly printed 
by the printing committee, as are 
bills. Judge Henry in his opinion 
in the notary case recently delivered, inti- 
mated that this should have been done, but 
the omission to do s9 was not sufficient to 
render the act void. Mr. McGrath says: 
All the legisJation through which the Jobn- 
son bi]i went is correctiy recorded in the 
journals of both houses. Aod what the de- 
murrer sets up asthe bill not having been 
read three times, refers, he thinks, to the bill 
when completed and after the amendments 
were added thatis, the whole bill was not 


read three times.

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LORENZ’ DEATH. 


Alleged Terrible Treatment of a Pa- 
tient in the City Hospital.

How He Was Handcuffed and Strap- 
ped to His Bed—Placed 
in a Cold Cellar. 


_ — 


A Case that Calls for Investigation—The 
Remarkable Story of Wil- 
helm Bremer. 


Wilhelm Bremer, a German stopping at the 
European Hotel, No. 422 South Second street, 


tells the following remarkable _ story, 
the details of which are almost 
too horrible for credence. He 
says that he is a hack driver 


and that he went to the City Hospital, with a 
sore hand on the 28th of last November. He 
was discharged last Sundav,and his expe- 
rience in the hospital was so terrible that 
when he speaks of it now he shudders, and 
declares that he would never go there again 
under any circumstances. He _  ap- 
pears to be very honest and candid, 


otherwise the terrible storv he tells would 
never have been printed. He does not com- 
plain of himself, but of the treatment another 
patient received, to all of which he was wit- 
ness, and the details of which he deciares to 
be more horrid than any language could 
paint them. 
HIS TERRIBLE STORY, 

reflects most strongiv on the manage- 
ment of the hospital. Bremer says that on 
either Christmas or New Years, Pastor Lo- 
renz, a German preacher, broke his knee 
aud foot and was taken to the wt Hospital. 
Bremer is not sure which day it was, but 
thinks it was New Years. -When 
Mr. Lorenz arrived at the hospital the young 
doctors took charge of him and bound up his 
wounded leg. That they made a bad botch 
of the job is evident from the fact that 
at 11 o’clock of the same day 
the head doctor (Bremer does not know his 
name but says he was in charge of all affairs) 
unwound tbe bandages and did the work ail 


over again. Lorenz the patient, kept 
quiet, all the next day, but ap- 
peared to be suffering terribly. 
Che attendants paid him the u-ual attention, 


but nothing further was done for his injury. 
On the following dav his pain, which had 
been most intense, grew so excruciating that 


he himself 

TORE OFF HIS BANDAGES 
from’ the wounded limb’ because he 
could no longer stand _ the agony, 


which possibly arose from the first careless 
dressing the injury received. Soon after 
Bremer says that the head watchman at the 
hospital came along and found Lorenz with 
the bandages taken off as above described. 


He immediately informed the 
young doctors who had done 
the dressing and they visited the patient. 


When they saw what had happened they be- 
ry, and Bremer says they 
surlily to the wounded man. 


was into execution. Lorenz’s 
hands were hand-cuffed together 
and his unwounded leg was strapped to the 
bed. Soon after he was leftin this strained 
position, 


put 


THE TORTURE 
in his broken ankle, which was now totally 
unbandaged, grew so great that he 
began to cry and = shout hysterically. 
As the unfortunate man could not move 
so asto ease his leg, the pain increased and 
with it his shouts. He called on God to put 
anendto his agony. He imploringly -be- 


seeched the patients in the same 
ward to relieve him in some 
manner. Tbis, however, was forbidden 


by the young doctors, and consequently his 
appeal was of no avail. Then he raised his 
voice and endeavored by loud cries to attract 
the attention of the people on the streets, 
outside the building. The hospital is so far 
from the sidewalk, being situated in the cen- 
ter of the enclosed square, that this, of 
course, would be of no avail. Bremer de- 
scribes Lorenz’ condition. as he lay 
strapped on his back as most terrible. 
His face was livid. his eyes staring, and his 
whole demeanor that of a man crazy from 
ain. 

: HIS SHOUTS AND WAILING 

rang through the building, penetrating to 
all parts. Finally, as Bremer alleges, 
the noise became so loud that something had 
tobe done. The head watchman and the 
young doctors again came to Lorenz’s bed- 
side and unstrapped him. As soon as this 
was done, he seemed to be relieved, but 
his peace was of short duration. 

According to Bremer’s narrative,the young 
doctors had only unstrapped him to punish 
him, and they immediately Frees to carry 
the plan intoexecution. Thev had the un- 
fortunate Lorenz 

CONVEYED TO THE COLD CELLAR, 
where they left him for fvurtv-eight hours. 
Bremer declares that the convalescent 
patients had to watch the unfortunate pastor 


by turns, while he was in this cellar. 
The second night that Lorenz was 
immured in this worse than dungeon, 


it fellto Bremer’s task to watch him trom 
midnight until3 a.m. The cellar was very 
damp and cold, being without fuel or ven- 
titation. The watchers shuddered through- 
out the hours of the night, 
partly throucno chill, and partly 
at the hollow moans of the poor preacher. 
All this timé the broken ankle was entirely 
undressed and unbandaged. Some of the 
more merciful of the patients called attention 
to this fact, but the head watchman 
declared that it was none of their business, 
and that it did not make any difference any- 
how. At the expiratioa of forty-eight hours 
Lorenz was taken upstairs again and put ina 
ward, his bed standing right alongside 4 
warm oven. He was quiet enough now, 
but his wounded ankle was ina terrible con- 
dition. Bremer declares that he sawit, and 
that 

A LARGE PORTION OF BONE PROTRUDED 
at aright angle withthe fez. He thinks it 
was worked out in this way in the cellar. The 
next day Dr. H dgen came, looked at 
the wounded member, shook his head in a 
despairing manner and left without dving 
anything. After his departure, the young 
doctors put Lorenz on a stretcher and 
carried him to the amphithea- 
ter. This is the lace where 
operations are performed before the medical 
students, and it is surmised that the intent 
was to ampttate the leg.. When Lorenz 
reached the amphitheater ina stretcher, the 
blood gusbed from bis nose and mouth, and 

HE SUDDENLY EXPIRED, 

just after he was placed on the pews 
table. His body was quietly buried. 

Bremer tells this horrible tale, which calls 
for the strictest investigation, in a most sin- 
cere mavoer. He deciares that every word 
of it is true, and that much of the 
details he himself saw. He 
that it has weighed on his mind ever since and 
that he has at last come to the conclusion 
that it was his duty to the dead man to 
the facts. He further avers that he has 
nesses who will corroborate him.

Sorrowful Circumstances of the Dis- 
appearance of a Lady. 

DETROIT, MICH., February 14.—Miss Jes- 
sie Blood, 18 years old, daughter of F. H. 
Blood, of St. Clair, has disappeared under 
circumstances that lead tothe belief that she 
has committed suicide. She retired Sundav 
night giving no sign of any trouble whatever, 
except being slightly inaisposed, for which 
she took a dose of medicine. Yesterday 
morning the room was found empty and her 
clothing in it; a note to her father was also 
found, stating shé was too unhappy to live, 
and not to mourn her loss as she had gone for- 
ever. Tracks were found leading to the river 
near the house. Itis feared she jumped in. 
No reason whatever is known for the com- 
mittul ofsuch an act, as she was an intelli- 
gent, prepossessing young lady much be- 
loved by all her frieads. No breath of sus- 
picion attaches to her. Her brother died 
suddenly three years ago from an overdose 
of laudanum.

It appears, then, from this officta) state- 
ment, that the sum tvtal to be paid by ee 
of arrears of pensions (s $301,964,493, and 
we are to deciare by our votes upon the pend- 
resolution whether this amount is to be 

to the soldiers of the Union, their 
widows and orphans, or not. 

President, I was Confederate, hon- 
earnestly, my Whole soul devoted to 
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the success of that cause which surrendered 
at Ap mattox; an/lif I mention this per- 
sonal history now itis only that I may say 
most emphatically that I accepted, without 
limitation or evasion, the full and legitimate 
results ofthat surrender. All that I have 
ever asked, all that I ask now, all that the 
South asks, is that we may be believed to be 
honest in having espoused the confederate 
cause, and honest in our statement of having 
accepted fully the results of its defeat, Mr. 
President, those who risked and lostall have 
a right to demand this,and it will be accorded 
by every just and generous mind. 

Among the evident and legitimate results 
of triumph to the Union arms was the pay- 
ment of pensions and ounty to the men 
whore valor and heroism had given victory to 
the Union cause. The people that would not 
thus reward the priceless offering of life and 
limb for the nation’s life should be blotted 
out from the map of Christendom.

THE SOTHERNS. 


The Unhappy Domestic Life of Soth- 
; ern, the Actor. 
From a London Detter. 

Few, if any, of the thousands who were 
wont to gather in theaters all over the coun- 
try when the late E. A. Sothern was an- 
nounced to appear as Lord Dundreary were 
at all aware of what a world of vexation and 
annoyance the laughter-making comedian 
endured in his marital relations. 

Mrs. Sothern bas painfully gone over to the 
large majority during the past week and her 
death has revived conversation on atopic 
which has always been of interest to those 
who knewthe parties Each accused the 
other of marital infidelity; both were hand- 
some, wittv and admired. Constant differ- 
ences very likely compietely estranged hus- 
band and wife, but both were extremely fond 
of the children, of whom there were four, 
three boysand a girl. Living wiih their 
mother during their father’s long 
absence in America it was natural they 
should clingto her and espouse her side of 
the quarrel. Being misunderstood and un- 
appreciated by them was gall and bitterness 
to poor Sothern, for he was not only very fond 


1 of thew, but exceedingly fond of home life, 


and domestic in his tastes, despite his 
years of roving. After the separation he went 
to live with his sister, Mrs. Cowan, his ‘‘dear 
Poily,’’ of whom he was always talking. She 
is anighly intelligent, refined and elegant 
woman, the widow of an Episcopalf{ clergy- 

man, but entirely free from bias and preju- 
dice concerning the stage life. Without her 
care and protection it is painful to think of 
what poor Sothern’s dying days would have 
been, for his family, particularly his eldest 
son, Lytton, kept up amerciless persecution 
of him to Lhe ead. Dramatic 
papers published in America, of 
that stamp whose very breath of life is per- 
sonal calumniation, and which naturally se- 
lected the gay comedian as a target, were sent 
to Sothern for his perusal by his family, as 
he believed, during bis final hours of pain, 
when even an enemy might have been gener- 
ous for simple bumanity’s sake.

With one 
exception the caildren have all taken to the 
stage, and it is very possible that in view of 
higher salaries they may all goto America, 
now the motheris dead. There wasa curi- 
ous complication about the furniture which 
the late Mrs. Sothern had in use in the house 
oceupied in Colosseum ter. 
race. When Sothern and his wife 
“were last living together they had a su- 
perb house in Harley street, beautifully fur- 
nished in the richest manner, and full of val- 
uable works ofart. After the separation 
Mrs. Svthern moved this furniture to the 
smatier house, where she died, and Sothern 
went to live in Vere street, in a house where 
the latch-string was always out to Ameri- 
cans, and which was furnisned with articles 
belonging to his sister. Fesring that by some 
quibble of the law Mrs. Cowan might be de- 
prived of her own belongings by his bitter 
family, Mr. Sothern left alt his furniture, 
carriages, horses, works of art, etc., to Mrs. 
Cowen, with the proviso that Mrs. Sothern 
should continue in possession of that she was 
using during her jifetime.

On the 15th of June, 1877, a petition was 
filed by the insurance department in the 
Circuit Court, seeking to enjoin the Com- 


merela! Fire Insurance Company from doing 


further business. A temporary injunction 


was granted in Judze Thayer’s Court, but 


the company’s aesets had been assigned 
to Jobn G. Priest, and the 
conflict in the courts was therefore between 
the State Department on the one hand, call- 
ing for the winding up of the Commercial’s 
affairs, and the appointment of a receiver on 
the other hand, the company’s management 
Seeking wo liquidate through the channel 
of the assignment and under the 
hands of its assignee, John G. Priest. 
The Circuit Court ruled in favor of the 
assignee, and the temporary injunction was 
dissolved. An appea! was then taken to the 
higher court, where that ruling was reversed,

JUDGE HORATIO M. JONES, 
one of the Committee of Seventy, said: 

‘*] think a change in the basis ofrepresenta- 
tionin Democratic conventions is necessary. 
The method of apportioning delegates here- 
toforeinuse is unfair and uojust. It has 
given rise to great and thoroughly justified 
discontent. If the Municipal Assembly shouid 
re-arrange the wards, equalizing them in 
peint of population, the necessity of a change 
from the old method of assigning five dele- 
cates to each ward would not be so great, As 
itis, the Twenty-fifth Ward has 1,015 inbab- 
itants by the census of 1880, while the Eigh- 
teenth Ward had 24.673,and the Tweifth 
Watd- .- 28,006. The plan proposed 
in the Central Committee is based upon the 
spirit of compromise. Il believe it to be fair 
and just. It may create some discontent in 
smali wards, but the discontent will arise not 
so much out of what the Democrats of those 
wards will regard as their righis, in the mat- 
ter of representation, as through apprehen- 
ston of the results of trickery and unfair 
dealing in certain larce wards. The basis of 
that apprehension certainly does exist, but 
the remedy does not lie in the relative dis- 
franchisement of the larger wards referred 
to. Let the apportionment of delegates be 
based upon a just principle, and 
then let the party managers be held to 
the severest accountability. It certainiv can- 
not have a tendency to bring about a consid- 
erate regard forthe will and voice of the 
party, to confer theupon Twenty-fifth Ward, 
with its less than forty Democratic votes, 
the same power and weight in convention as 
is conferred upon the Fwurith, Tweillth and 
Eighteenth Wards, with their more than 
2,000. Let the responsibility for the ex- 
pression of the voice of the party in conven- 
tion rest where the real power—that of vot- 
ing—exists. It will have a sobering effect. 
Things cacnot possibly be woree than thev 
are now.”? 

JUDGE C. 8S. HOYDEN, 
another of the seventy, replied in answer to 
the interrogation by the reporter: 

‘*] haven’t thought a great deal about this 
matter, but my idea was, when the matter 
was up during the last campaign, that the 
large wards ought not to be put upon the 
same basis of representation as the smallest 
wards, having only afew voters. While, of 
course, every ward, however small, ought to 
bave a fair representation, if we depart from 
the old plan, there seems no way to proceed 
except by apvortioning their representation 
jacording to the number of voters 
yneach ward. The question of howto do 

his is a mattter of detail and of the particu- 

lar manner of accompli«hing this result I 
baven’t thought much. I think the measure 
proposed in its general idea is a correct one, 
aud that the complaints of ibe old system are 
wel! forwarded,” 

Mr. Arthur Lee, also of the committee, 
remarked: ‘*lam in favor of the proposed 
system of representation by all means. I 
hope it will be adopted.’’ 

Judge J. T. Gantt, whose active participa- 
‘ion in the action of the committee of seventy, 
will be reealled, said: “I think it is equity. 
The large wards eshouid, in justice 
and common sense bave a representation ap- 
portioned! to the actual number of votes 
polled. Nothing more just or reasonable 


could be devised.”’

THE LAW’S SHIELD. 


How in the Case of Married Women it 
is a Sword. 


The Court of Appeals to-day reversed and 
remanded the case of Abraham Kramer et al. 
vs. Francis McCaughey et al. The court said: 
‘“*‘What remedy can a creditor enforce against 
a married woman who has no separate 
estate, who has become the fraudulent donee 


of money which he is entitled to have app'iied 
to the payment of hisjudgment. We take it 
that the disabilities with whicn the common 
law clothes married women were intended 
to be used as a shield to protect them, 


and not as a sword with 
which they might strike down the 
rights of others. We knowthat courts have 


gone very far in cothing married women 
with immunity against the consequences of 
their own frauds. Wedo notthbink that the 
immunities of coverture extend so far that 
an insolvent debtor may hide away his 
money by giving it to a married woman 
to hold upon as secret trust for his use. We 
believe that where a married womau under- 
takes to act this part, a Courtof Equity has 
the same power to declare her a trustee for 
a creditor of the fraudulent donor, and to 
compel her to respond as such. 
The possession of the wife is, in theory of the 
law, also the possession of the busband, and 
any judgment rendered against the wife 
should also, it seems, be rendered against 
the husband. Whether in the event 
of the refusal of the wife to pay 
into court or to a receiver any money 
belonging to the donor, the husband will be 
answerable with ber for a contempt of court 
we do not decide now. Weareciear in this 
case, however, that the piaintiff is entitied to 
a judgment against McCaughey and his wife, 
charging them with the amount of plaintiff’s 
judgment, $3,500, to be enforced by ordinary 
process. ’’

THE FOURTH FAILURE. 


Suspeusion of Geo. H. Small & Co. Due 
to Country Customers, as Usual. 


Another disaster in commercial circles has 
to be chronicled, this making the fourth 
failure in this market since the financial 
storm commenced that has created such ter- 
rible havoc throughout the country. This 
latest faiiure is that of the firm of Geo. H. 
Small & Co., commission merchants, and 
also extensively engaged in the filling of 
Southern orders for grain. flour, provisions, 
etc. It was learned shortiy after business 
was opened on ’Change this morning that 


this firm was in trouble, and the effect of this 
news was at once to start another 
break in the market. Wheat selling down 

% to 2% to $1 24% for March, $1 25% for 


April 1 24% for May and $118 
fo" June, _ oe May corn dropping 1%c to 
59%c. A call upen Mr. Small at his piace of 


business in the Lucas building, corner Fourth 
and Pine, verified the reportofthe suspen- 
sion of his firm. It was evident at oncé that 
Mr. Small keenly felt his unfortunate posi- 
tion, but be very frankly gave all the infor- 
mation 10 his power to the reporter as to the 
causes leading to his inability to meet his 
liabilities. t was the same old story of the 
country customer leaving his commission 
merchant in the lurch to stand the losses in- 
curred by the customer. Messrs. Smal] & 
Co. have transacted a large business with the 
South, both in filling orders for cash and 
options. He had bought for a large number 
of Southern customers heavy lines of wheat 
and corn for different options when 
the market was very much higher thatit now 
is—}1 49 to $1 41 for wheat and around 68c to 
69c forcorn. ‘The rapid and fearful decline 
of the past week caused the firm to put up 
margins toa heavy amount. Most of their 
customers sent them one to three days’ sight 
drafts upon themselves. Part of these Small 
& Co. hypothecated at their bank, thus rais- 
ing funds to meet the sdditional calle for 
margins made upon them, naturally dspend- 
ing upon these drafts being paid upon pre- 
septation or at maturity. Within the past 
few days these drafts have been coming back 
protested. and this morning drafts on their 
principal customers were sent|back protested 
to an amount that will reach near $10,000. 
This last blow was too much for the 


St. Louis firm, and they were forced 
to suspend. Mr. Small _ stated that 
their liabilities in this market were 


comparatively small, and if their customers 
wouid only make good their indebtedness, 
which most of them said they would, and he 
thought they would straighten out in a 
couple of months or so, as most of them were 
men of large resource, then his firm would 
be ableto pay every dollar thev owed and 
still have something to work upon them- 
seives. The amount owing to his firm from 
customers Mr. Small roughly calculated as 
being in the neighborhood of $19,000. Some 
of this he might have to sue for, but the 
greater portion he thougnt was good, though 
it would take time to get it collected. The 
suspension of this firm was heard with regret 
on the floor, where it has stood bigb, Mr. 
Small, himself being very popular personally, 
both on account of his excellent business 
qualities and being a genial, whole-souled 
gentleman.

NAVAL MARRIAGES. 
Bome ofthe Discomforts that Surround 
P the Sad Sea Dogs. 


From the United Service. 


Many @ young officer’s professional repu- 
tation has been ruined and his prospects 
kflied by an unfortunate ailiance, or by con- 
stant application and wire-pulling to avoid 
the service that belongs to him by right, for 
family considerations, and many a man whose 
aia>ition bas never been aroused by reason 
of an early resignation to domestic life, wil! 
hear with sluggish blood the music of the 

ns, or by reason of jack of fit experience 
rendered valueless. 

Recently a man-of-war was ordered unex- 
oeey to winter in an ice-bound and iso- 

ted port, where mail facilitres were of a 
meagre nature. The number of married of- 
ficers who sudden'y became il] and unfit for 
duty was astonishing. Their ship was turned 
to ridicule, and her efficiency must have been 
impaired by their departure. An _ officer 
should by law be made to remain a bachelor 
until such a time as will insure his consider- 
fag properly the significant question, ‘* Will 
this woman do me bonor?” and if his reason 
tells him yes, then wil! he know that she wiil 
do honor as a representative of his country- 
— in foreign and perhaps rarely visited 

ands. 

One Gubbins, for instance, takes his wife to 
Belengarie, and the wives of the residents 
eall to give her a cordial welcome. Tne Ger- 
man women, judging from the narrowness 
of her views, her lack of knowledge of books 
and authors, and extreme frivolity, think she 
must be a little wild Indian, and examine her 
closely to see if she isn’t red; the French 
women shudder at her style of dress, and the 
wife of the Englixh Governor pronounces her 
decidedly bad form.

BISMARCK’S QUANDARY. 


The People Who Furnish Food for Gun- 
owder Will Emigrate. 
Washington Special to Chicago Tribune. 

Consul Schoenle, reporting to the State 
Department from Barmen, Germany, on Ger- 
man emigration and colonization, says that 
the excdus to the United States still contin- 
ues in gigantic proportions, and that it is now 
engaging the attention of Bismarck. The 
German statisticians estimate that the servi- 
ces of every laboring man who leaves the 
country ma nr ey! be valued at $1,00u., 
which would add $600,000,000 to the wealth of 
the United States by the emigrationin 188f 
alone. Bismarck has submitted to the Fed- 
eral Council a series of tables showing that, 
in 1880, 1,844 young men liable to military 
service left Germany for the United States, 
and it is expected that this year, by emigra- 
tion, the army will be deprived of at least 
20,000 young men. In order to check emi- 
gration, the German Government has pro- 
hibited the public posting of placards from 
emigration agents and foreign steamship 
companies in Berlin, and a bill throwing ail 
kinds of difficulties in the way of emigration 
is soon to be introduced in Parliament. The 
average amount taken by each family from 
Germany in money is from 200 to 8,000 
marks. So important bas the exodus 
become that the question of acquiring 
transatlantic territory for colonizing pur- 
poses is now being seriously = dis- 
cussed. Several vrivate companies have 
been organized for that purpose. The local- 
ities selected for the colonization movement 
are Southern Braziland the Argentine Re- 
public. Consul Schoenle closes his dispatch 
with the statement: ‘*Whether these various 
colonization §schemes will ultimatelv be 
shaped into atangible plan of operation is 
yet amatter of mere speculation, but many 
German idealists dream that, in times to 
come, & great sister German empire wili arise 
wherein Germany could only transfuse ber 
overpopulation, but wherein, also, certain 
markets for her industrial products will be 
assured to the manufacturers of the Father- 
land.’”? The increase of the German tariff in 
the direction of protection, it appears, has 
had a powerfulinfluence to stimuiate emi- 
gration. The necessaries of life bave in- 
creased in a direct ratio with the increase of 
import duties, and have rendered times hard. 
Meanwhile the rates of wages are low. The 
effect of the German tariff in increasing 
prices is shown by a table submitted by Con- 
sul Schoenle to the State department. From 
this table it appears that the prices siace the 
adoption of the new high tariffiaws in Ger- 
many have increased as follows during the 
last year. Butter, 20 per cent; beans 5 per 
cent; peas, 5 per cent; wheat 4 per cent; 
petroleum, 5 percent; bacon, 3U per cent: 
raw ham, 5 per cent; lard, 40 per cent; and 
rye bread, 6 per cent, The increase in the 
price of bread is due to the intreased 
import duty on American flour, which 
has been exacted by the demands of the 
German agricultural Barons. Nearly all the 
bacon and land comes from the United 
States. 


Local News in Paris. 
From the New York Times. 


As for Mrs. Mackey, thanks to the devoted

make. I do not refer to any of these particu- 
lar cases, each of which resembies rather 
closely the insinuating invitation of show- 
men who invite you to walk up and see 
‘tthe great Rum/ifoozlum with a body like the 
keel of a boat aud a foot like a warming pan.” 
Nevertheless, the instance cited will perhaps 
give the reader an ideaof the taste of the 
amiable lady in question, “‘the slender and 
elegant billionair,’ as the Parisian journals 
vall her. 

In making these remarks about the so- 
called American colonyin Paris, or rather 
about certain Americans in Paris, 1 venture 
to hope that I am not Jaying myself open to 
the charge of personality. The very facts of 
the minuteness of detail, the frequencv, the 
monotonous sameness of the newspaper 
paragraphs and articles to which I have re- 
ferred, are evidences that the individuals 
mentioned in them are not strangers to their 
publication, and people who seek notoriety at 


cis. 


any vrice must not complain of its conse- 
quence. Parisian society doubtless has many 
features and characteristics which Angio- 
Saxons might study and even imitate with 
advantage, but the manners and habits of 
those who seek to obtain notoriety and make 
a display had, perhaps, better be left to 
speculators, adventurers and exotic nabobs. 


The Founder of the Union Generale. 
From the New York Sun. 


The Union Generale, which has just come 
to grief, is as old in reality as the advent of 
Louis Phillipe, and isthe same idea secular- 
ized as that of M. Courdemanche. M. Cour- 
demanche, its founder, occupied a smal] 
room. The stair was dark and rickety. The 
door was opened bya clerical looking em- 
ployee, and the director of the great enter- 
prive himself was found seated on a straw 
chair before a common wooden writing table, 
with no further preparations for visitors than 
one extra wooden chair, which he offered to 
any stranger who sought his advice and 
counsel. M. Courdemanche was at that time 
not more than one or two and thirty years of 
age, and yet he was accounted the best living 
financial head, and the disposal of the many 
miliions which passed through his hands 
every year one of the greatest miracles of the 
marvellous times in which he was intrusted 
with their control. His costume was that of 
a lay brother of the Tiers Order of St. Fran- 
His black serge robe was worn thread- 
bare; his gray woolen stockings were darned 


above his thick solid shoes; his pocket hand- 


kerchief of blue cotton check lay, with his 
snuff box before him on the desk, and when 


he was consulted on any difficult question of 
finance it was his custom to take a pinch of 
snuff from the one and use the other witha 


loud report before answering. A heavy 


ebony crucifix hung over the desk, and this 


was the only ornament he possessed. 


A Depressed Czar. 
From a St. Petersburg Better. 


The chief characteristic of the court at 
Gatcbina has been low spirits. The Czar 
feels depressed, and the whole court is con- 
sequently low spirited. The Czar does not 
work so assiduously as he used to do form- 
erly; often he sits for hours in his library 
Staring vacantly before him.

A Monster Tumor. 
Philadelphia Special to Chicago Times. 

Pale and pinched in features a woman of 
mammoth proportions was carried into the 
clinic room of the University hospital this af- 
ternoon. The subject was a woman of 31 
vears of age, the mother of three children, 
who had come from her homein Blanchard, 
Center county, to have determined by the 
knife the question of her existence. ‘There 
were about thirty physicians present anda 
group of students, who watched the opera- 
tion with interest. The patient was about 
five feet five inches in height, and by actual 
measurement five’ feet one and one-half 
inches in girth, or within three inches as 
great around as she was in stature. The 
cause of her abnormal condition was an ovar- 
ian tumor which had already attained a 
weight rouch greater than her body, and was 
slowly and surely sapping her vitality. The 
tumor made its appearance nine years ago, 


and from the start grew with 
amazing rapidity. For some =sittime 
the woman has been absoluiely 


unable to assume any other than a sitting 
posture, the yery act oflving down making 
death certain by suffocation. Dr. Goodell, 
after administering ether, placed the insen- 
sible subject in the best position her enormous 
bulk would permit, and made the incision. 
The knife sank deep into the flesh, and the 
fingers of the surgeon separated the tumor 
from the lifeit was feeding upon. When the 
mass had been completely taken away it was 
placed in a tub of the largest size, and filied 
the vessel within three inches of the top. The 
tumor was then placed oa the scales, and was 
ascertained to weigh 112 pounds, the largest, 
itis believed,ever removed from a human be- 
ing. Subsequently the patient, now reduced 
to a mere :keleton and hanging to Jife by the 
veriest thread, was gent.y lifted to the scales 
and found to weigh but seventy-five pounds, 
or thirty-seven pounds less than the mass 
just taken from her body. On recovering 
consciousness the patient could scarcely ex- 
press the sense of relief she experienced at 
the absence of the weight that had been a 
burdened to her for so many years. Dr.Good- 
ell, whenthe woman had been carefully 
placed in bed, expressed the belief that she 
would live.

A special dispatch from Cettinje to the 
Vienna Press says news has reached there 
that Mr. Stillman, correspondent of the Lon- 
don Times, has been murdered bya party of 
Arnauts near Ipek,in Albania. The Pail 
Mall Gazette say-: W.J. Stillmann was an 
artist, a writer on art topics and a newspaper 
correspondent, and had lived abroad for 
many years. He was, many years ago, the 
United States Consul in Crete, and in 1873 he 
was one of the correspondents of the Tribune 
at the Vienaa Exhibition. He was also at 
various other times a correspondent of the 
Tribune, was a frequent contributor to the 
Nation and was repeatedly a correspondent of 
the London Times. During his long residence 
in Europe Mr. Stillmaa was a witness of sey- 
eral popular uprisings, and was an earnest 
friend of the Greek cause. During the 
Sardinian war in 1859 Mr. Stillman went to 
Italy to raise volunteers against Austria, but 
before he could accomplish much the war 
came toanend. He was in Crete during the 
struggie of the Christian population against 
Turkish rule, and in 1874 he published a his- 
tory of the conflict in a boek called “The 
Cretan Lasurrection of 1866-’68.” In the fol- 
lowing vear he edited:**Poetic Localities of 
Cambridge; with selections from Long- 
low, Lowell and Holmes.’’

London’s Pneumatic Railway. 
From the New York Times. 
The project of building a pneumatic rail- 
way under London has been revived, and the 
present Parliament wil! soon be asked to 


grant the necessary privi'eges for its con- 
struction. Its couzse will lie midway between 


the existing undergrvsund roads, and its 
length onthe main line will be six anda 
quarter miles, its direction being from the 


far West End eastward through Oxford 


street, Holborn and Cheapside. A process 
of tunneling willbe adoptett the line being 
far enough down to escape all subcellars aud 
sewers, entering, in fact, into the London 
clay, which would require a depth of about 


50 feet beneath roadways and about 30 feet 


beneath the bed of the Serpentine in Hyde 
Park. By this means, it is believed that 


every obstacle can be avoided, while 
no disturbance of the surface wouid 
take piace except where stations are 


vonid it be neces- 
sary to encroach on land beloaging to private 
persons, the aim beirg to follow a line dire ly 
below the streets. This great depin pagsen- 
gers‘could easily reach by an elevator arrange- 
ment run by hydraulic power, which, in the 
completed work, would be abundant, since 
the engines are to be worked by it. It is pro- 
posed that the tube shail be [24¢ feet by 10s 
in size, and that every section shall be finished 
and fitted to every other above ground, and 
then taken below and put ia its piece as the 
excavation proceeds. The plans contem- 
plate the employment of both compressed and 
exhausted air, they being used alternately, 
in order to secure a coustant supply of fresh 
air and thorough yentilation threugh such a 
system of blowiag std sucking. No difficulty 
is anticipated ia thus propeliiug or drawing 
trains weighing sixtv tons atthe rate of twen- 
ty miles an hour. But the greatest boon the 
line would confer on men would be its excel- 
lent ventilation, and the absence of emoke, 
qualities for want of which the present un- 
derground roads have become intolerable

There was no profit 
in the circulation anyhow, and so long ar :d- 
vertisements could easiJy be obtained / om 
American storekeepers, who labored uide 
the impression that by patronizing the she ° 
they were reaching “the Italian masses,” ti. 
publishers were compiacent. To return to 
the Wali street sheets, they were all started 
with little or no capital, and the most of 
them are doing excellently if they furnish the 
means of subsistence to one editor and one 
underpaid reporter. Some of them have natu- 
rally fallen into the hands of certain Wall 
street interests, and have become very weak 
and harmless ‘‘organs.” Onlv two of them 
have developed genuine signs of vitality, and 
although all are published under the shadow 
of the Stock Exchange, it is doubtful if halt 
the members of that jnstitution know the 
names of more than oné or two of them. 


BAD ANIMALS. 


An Experienced Keeper’s Opinion of 
Elephants. 
From the Philadelphia Press. 


“There are twenty-one elephants here,’ con- 
tinued Eph, ‘‘eleven females and ten males. 
Out of the whole lot there may be two, or 
perhaps three, with good dispositions. The 
rest can’t be trusted for an instant. This 
elephant, ‘Tip,’ which nearly came being the 
death of voung Smith, will allow nobody to 
approach him but Adam Forepaugh, Jr., and 
myseif.

Mr. Forepaugh can do anything 
with that elephant, but a stranger, even one 
of the circus men, couldn’t get within a foot 
of him without being killed.’ 

“Talk about training an elephant with kind 
words,’”’? continued Thompson, unconsciously 
verifying the story of Djek in Charies Reade’s 
**‘Jack-of-all Trades,’’ **whvy that’s ail bosh. 
The kindest treatment I believe in is a good, 
sharp-pointed goad and a steel-lashed whip. 

I’d 
jes liké to see —s try kind words on 
Tip, or Bolivarthere. It would tickle either 
?em to death to trample some kind man into 
jelly. While we were in Washington, during 
the season of 1879, an under keeper tried that 
racket on Topsy, a female elephant.

After a.trick is once le.rned it is 
never forgotten, andif the animal is given 
the cue ten years afterward, he’ll go through 
the performance without a bitch.’’

Across France in Winter Time. 
J. R. G. Hassard, New York Tribune Letter. 

To diffuse and extravagant Americans the 
most striking features of the country are the 
compactness of the habitations and tne ex- 
treme economy—lI may aimost say parsimony 
—of the method of tillage. Every square 
foot of ground is putto use; has been in use 
for ununmbered generations. Here and 
there in the distance appear patches of wood, 
carefully preserved and guarded, but the rest 
of the land is almost bare of shade. There 
is no brush or tangie of weed and wild flower 
by the roadside, no thicket by the stream. 
The last of these treepsssers were eradicated 
ages ago, along with the last stump. A gray 
stone wall borders the highway. The cross- 
roads are often sunk two or three feet below 
the general level. Narrow ridges of earth 
mark the boundaries of the fields, and the 
furrows are driven so ciose to them that it is 
a wonder how the plow is turned. bdinglie 
rows of poplars stretch with exasperating 
regularity across the landscape. They are 
trimmed close, and sometimes every twig ia 
removed except a buncb at the extreme top; 
then they look like liberty poles with bushes 
tied to them.) There are wiilows by the, brook 
but they are pollard willows, kept for their 
twigs, which are scrupulous y cut off, and 
they lift their scarred and knotted trunks, 
like hands from which all tbe fingers have 
been amputated. One beauty of the country 
is in its fertility and the varied contour of the 
ground; butthe travelerwho looks upon it 
cannot help longiog fur a little of nature’s 
luxuriant irregularity, and thinking bow 
much more lovely the meadow would be if a 
clump of alders grew by the water, and a 
maze of elematics and bindweed covered the 
boundary wall. We passed a village built in 
terraces upon a ridge of limestone. The rock 
under the bouses was perforated with cav- 
erns closed by wooden doors and used appare 
ently as stabies or store-rooms.
